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EXPLANATION. 



The purpose of this publication is to awaken at- 
tention to the Spelling Reform movement, and alto 
to shew the application of the ** English Demotic 
Alphabet." 

The first three Fables are spelled in the ordinary 
manner, only introducing the five new letters e, i, 
o, G, n where these sounds occur; e. g. income, die, 
sir, not, swre. 

In the next three Fables, besides the introduc- 
tion of the above new letters, the recommendations 
of the Spelling Reform Association have been car- 
ried out, by the following rules, viz : 

1. Omit a from the digraph ea, when pro- 
nounced as e short, as in hed, helth, etc. 

2. Omit silent e after a short vowel, as in hav, 
giv, etc. 

3. Write/ for p/i in such words as alfabet, fan- 
tom, etc. 

4. When a word ends with a double letter, omit 
the last as in shal, clif , eg, etc. 

5. Change ed final, to t, where it has the sound 
of f, as in lasht, imprest, etc. 

In the remaining Fables the pronunciation, as 
given by Noah Webster, has been indicated by 
the ** Demotic Alphabet," according to the rules 
given on the next page, except in Fables VII and 
VIII, in which the following words, viz : the, this, 
that, with, be, do, to, have retained their ordinary 
spelling.
